With speed comparable to that made 
by the “Spirit of St. Louis” across 
the lonely Atlantic, the house today 
voted the congressional medal of honor 
to Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh ‘after

Senate approval still is necessary 
before the award can be made by 
The senate was

house bill could not be obtained. 


The vote of the house was unani- 
mous to consider @ bill+to confet the 
medal, the highest award of the na- 
tion for its heroes, but members never 
had a chance actually to vote on its 
final passage. 

“The bill is passed.” Speaker Long- 
worth notified his colleagues the min- 
ute reading of the measure Was con- 
cluded and members, instead of votibg, 
could only applaud again.

_ The railroads contended the valua- 
tion varied from $865,000 to $978.- 
000 during the three years for which 
-€ sought to recapture excess earnings 
totaling $225,000.

ELEMENTARY SCIENCE AND 

NATURE STUDY. 

The word “science” from the Latin 
verb “scire’ (to know), means, ac- 
cording to the Century dictionary: 
Knowledge, comprehension or under- 
standing of facts or principles. 

“Elementary” means of the ele- 
ments or beginnings, therefore the 
foundation upon which other things 


are to be built. 

Applying these definitions to the 
title of this article, we have just what 
we are trying to give to Atlanta 
school children in the department of 
elementary science and nature study. 

Beginners form an understanding of 
the facts and principles of nature as 
she slowly and quietly, but firmly and 
persistently, carries forward the great 
plan of the universe. 

For instance, birds are seen and 
heard in and around Atlanta, even im 
the shadows of our great buildings, in 
ever-increasing numbers, because our 
children have learned the truth about 
them. They are citizens busy from 
morn wntil night getting food for 
themselves, and by so doing inercasing 
the food supply in our vegetable gar- 
dens, protecting our trees and shrubs, 
and making beautiful our flower gar- 
dens, all because they like for food the 
‘insects that feed on onr plants. Birds 
are beginning to feel that their friends 
are many in Atlanta and they do not 
fear to stay. They even stay over the 
winter in greater numbers because a

Learn Value of Trees. 

Another friend that has qualified as 
citizen in the eyes of our children is 
the green plant. The plant, of course, 
has been the best of citizens all the 
time, only the children did not know. 
At times, before they knew, children 
often cut into the bark, or broke the 
branches off or started a fire under a 
tree (one of our green plant citizens) 
without knowing the great injury. they 
were giving. 

But knowledge again has changed 
the point of view and the tree is rec- 
ognized for its great contribution to 
the community in which it lives, ren- 
dered s0 ges! that one may not 
know unless he is told. 

Atlanta’s boys and girls have been 
told about trees. They know trees 
regulate the fall of rain upon the 
earth and the flow of water upon and 
within the earth. They know that 
terrible flooda do not occur where 
Citizen Tree has been left to manage 
the water flow. They know, too, that 
the tree regulates the moisture supply 
in our atmosphere and softens the 
heat of the summer sun and lessens 
the speed of the winter winds. 

Atlanta’s children are seeing trees 
with their minds and hearts and lov- 
ing them for the many “good turns 
they do daily.” | 

To prove it, they have chosen a tree 


to help 


them make their city beauti-] 
great, 


numbers of them in every section of 
the city. 

Five thousand dogwood trees have 
been added to ovr city's ornamenta- 
tion by the children within the last 
five years. Many more have been 
added because the spirit has spread.

That finer food plants and more of

out for themselves just what can be 
done by attention to plant growing. 
This requires testing for and correc- 
tion of acids in soil, adding the right 
plant foed to the soil, cultivation, etc.

White 
lead, a basic paint material, still is 
made largely by the ‘Old Dutch’ process 
recorded in Greek annals of 300 B. C. 
And not in any test tube has the 
chemist been able to duplicate what a 
Georgia pine does to turpentine in a 
tree trunk. He has tamed many oils, 
but the paint industry has resolved 
to encouarge the growth of tung nut 
trees in Florida because a varnish oil 
with tung’s virtues has not. been de 
veloped in the laboratory. 

‘Three new victories he has to his 
eredit. Rosin from southern forests 
he esterizes to permit its use in place 
of the expensive imported fossil resin. 
Secondly, he has produced shellae 
articifically and this accomplishment 
may obliterate the lace gathering in- 
dustry? of India just as the creation 
of chemical bine reduced indigo farms 
in India and the United States.

Appar- 
ently the boxes and bag had been 
thrown from a passing automobile.

Talked Over Future. 

“We let it go for a while,’”’ he cop- 
“Then she told me she had 
fainted several times at the hospital, 
and that she was afraid the doctors 
there would learn of the trouble she 
was in. We decided to get married. 

“I liked her well enough although 
there were times when I thought I 
didn‘t have enough money to get 
married. But 1 told her I would mar- 
ry her, that she needn’t worry about 
that. I really liked her a lot—she 
was a nice girl.”’ 

Ford said they went to a priest and 
on July 13 filed their marriage inten- 
tions. But — perhaps to Ford’s 
eternal regref—there was no mar- 
riage. Ford said that Edith told him

HE book of Job contains 42 
chapters, which it will profit us 
‘to read not in a desultory fashion, 
but continuously as 
you read an inter- 
esting novel, Car- 
lyle pronounces it 
the sublimest book 
we .  .§ ever written. Its 
a} author is unknown, 
| itsdate is unknown, 
but possibly no oth- 
er Old Testament 
book has entered 
so deeply into hu- 
man thought. The 
old orthodox posi- 
tion was that pros- 
perity is always a 
proof of righteous- 
mess and God’s favor, and adversity 
is always a sign of wickedness and 
God’s wrath. If a man suffers it is 
because he has sinned, and if he is 
a great sufferer, he is a great sinner. 
According to the old theory Jehovah 
was the author of~all natural evil. 
There were no secondary causes. All 
things both good and evil proceeded 
from the same divine source. It was 
held that the ministry of natural evil, 
such as accident or disease was direct- 
ed specifically against moral evil. 
What men suffer was the divinely 
appointed penalty of moral evil, the 
wrong they had done. Around this 
idea the whole discussion of the book 
of Job moves.

Christ’s life, when questions 


Its main aim is to refute the dom- 
inant theory that all suffering pro- 


ceeds from sin. 


The book teaches: 

That suffering may be a trial of 
righteousness, and that as such it may 
Strengthen faith, and is therefore 
disciplinary. 

That piety is not perfected in the 


field of prosperity. 


That real piety is unshaken by ad- 
versity, and unspoiled by prosperity. 

That a correct idea of suffering 
widens man’s view of the providence 
of God and vindicates His justice. 
It is the world problem of human suf- 
fering and divine justice. 

That the old theory was very per- 
sistent, we see in the incidents of 
were 
asked about those whose blood Pilate 
mingled with their sacrifices, and 
those on whom the tower of Siloam 


fell, and the man born blind; but in 
each case Jesus answered that it was 


not the retribution of God. Of 


course the example of Christ himself 


is a complete reply to the old error. 
He was the one person who could 


throw out the challenge, ‘‘Which of 
you convinceth me of sin?” Yet He

He was distrusted by His own family,

The 
spelling books and readers that some 
of you used to study are full of this 
kind of sugar plum religion. John- 
ny was a good boy and he got a plum 
cake, and Tommy was a bad boy and 
he got the stick. Johnny Goodchild 
grew up to be the richest man in town 
and Tommy Scapegrace grew up to 
be the poorest man in town. But how 
often the reverse is true, and it is 
Tommy Scapegrace who comes into 
wealth and prominence, becomes 
mayor of his town and if he gets bad 
enough may break into the legisla- 
ture. This false theory is fairly met 
in the book of Job. There are in 
contrast the unusual righteousness of 
Job’s character and the unusual 
severity of his sufferings.

Physicians 
maintain that Mr. Ford has a fair 
chance of recovering from his break- 
down on being shown one of my 
jauntiest photographs. 
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Y STAGE successes were 
noted by the direction of the 
Imperial Theaters. ‘ The idea 
of again appearing in the Im- 
perial Theaters, under the 
management -ef a new chief, 

Colonel Teliakovsky, who was will- 
ing to fall in with the wishes of the 
artists, was agreeable to me, for I 
knew what incomparably greater op- 
portunities for wide artistic activity, 
what possibilities for the appropriate 
staging of opera, the Imperial Thea- 
ters could afford. ‘ 

I signed a contract for three years 
which stipulated a salary of nine, ten 
and eleven thousand roubles for the 
first, second and third years, respec- 
tively, with a fine of 15,000 roubles 
in the event of failure to fulfill the 
full period of the engagement. 

My first reappearance on the Im- 
perial stage took place in “Faust.” 
The public received me with much 
warmth. I was presented with a gar- 
land and a parchment shield bearing 
the inscription: ‘“‘With your shield or 
upon it.” 

But very soon everything began to 
relapse into the old ways. The legend 
about my drunken habits grew. It 
was reported that in the privacy of 
my home I used to knock people 
about with the samovar or any other 
heavy article that came handy. On 
One occasion I sang Mephistipheles’ 
Serenade while seated on the steps 
of Margarita’s porch, instead of stand- 
ing as usual. After that it was cur- 
rently reported that Chaliapine sang 
the opera in the state of blind intox- 
-jcation, so drunk, in. fact, that he 
could not stand and had to sing ly- 
ing down. 

| had learned to speak Italian fair- 
ly well, and began to dream of ap- 
pearing on the stage in Paris and 
London; although I had _ doubts 
whether | should éver realize my am- 
bition in that direction. 

In the- year 1900 I went to visit 
the World’s Fair at Paris with very 
pleasurable, though by no means defi- 
nite, anticipations. I knew that my 
friend V. V. Andreieff would be there 
with his Balalaika orchestra, as well 
as many other Russians. 

As formerly at Petrograd, Andreieff 
introduced me to various Parisian 
circles of music lovers. I sang at a 
number of afternoon teas, and achiev- 
ed a very definite success. 

This journey to Paris and my ap- 
pearances at soirees led to an event 
which I had not anticipated, but 
which was of very great importance 
for me; in the spring of the follow- 
ing year I received a telegram from 
the theater “La Scala’”’ in Milan pro- 
posing that I should sing Boito’s 
“‘Mefistofele”’ there, and inquiring 
what would be my terms for an en- 
gagement. 

I could not sing in Italian, did not 
know Boito’s opera, and could not 
make up my mind to reply in the af- 
firmative to Milan. I passed two days 
in a highly nervous frame of mind 
and unable to sleep or eat. When 
I had recovered my equilibrium to 
some extent, however, I looked 
through the score of Boito’s opera, 
and found that the role of Mefisto- 
fele was suited to my voice. As this 
alone was not sufficient to restore my 
self-confidence, I telegraphed _ to 
Milan a request for 15,000 francs for 
ten performances, secretly hoping 
that the management of the theater 
would not agree to such a figure. But 
my terms were accepted! 


Rachmaninoff was the first to 
whom I imparted the news. and my 
state of mind. He expressed a wish 
to go with me, saying: 

“Excellent! I will study music 
there, and in my spare time will help

We went to Varezze, a little spot 
near Genoa, on the road to San 
Remo, and settled down there to a 


.very quiet existence, getting up and 


going to bed early, and giving up to- 
bacco. 

| had long had in my mind the idea 
of playing ‘‘Mefistofele” in a semi- 
nude state, as I considered that so ab- 
Stract a figure called for its own spe- 
cial plastic representation. The devil 
in stage costume is not a genuine 
devil. I wanted to attain outlines 
which would do justice to the person- 
ality I had to express. The problem 
was, how to appear nude on the stage 
without shocking my audience. 

I told my painter friends of my 
idea, and they approved of it. I re- 
solved to play the prologue at all 
events nude to the waist. 

Having got my costumes made, | 
set out for Milan. 

The performance began. I trem- 
bled as I had done at my first debut 
in ““Galka’’ at Ufa, and my legs seem- 
ed made of cotton wool. Through a 
mist I beheld the vast hall, densely 
packed with people. 

I was drawn on a wheeled con- 
trivance amongst clouds, and stood 
on this at an opening covered with 
gauze, whence I sang: 

“Ave, Signor!” 

I sang almost unconsciously, sim- 
ply singing from memory all | knew, 
with all the power of voice I had at 
command. My heart thumped, my 
eyes grew dim aftd | felt dizzy. 

I had just finished my last words, 
after which the chorus had to sing, 
when I heard a strange loud cracking 
noise. I thought that the wheeled 
conveyance on which I! stood must 
have broken down, or some of the 
scenery fallen. I bent my head in- 
stinctively, but comprehended in the 
same instant that the dull booming 
sound proceeded from the auditorium. 

What went on there was something 
I could never have imagined. Only 
those who have been in an Italian 
theater can conceive what Italian ap- 
plause or protest is like. The audi- 
ence seemed to have taken leave of 
its senses, and the prologue was in- 
terrupted in the very middle. 1 felt 
weak and overcome, almost unable 
tostand. My knees were knocking to- 
gether; a wave of fear and delight in- 
vaded my bosom. The director of 
the theater appeared beside me, in 
evening dress. 

“Come, come,” he cried. 
them! “Bow! Come on!” 

The stout doorkeeper showed him- 
self, also dancing about, and saying: 

“Aha, now do you see? What did 
I tell you? I knew! Bravo!” 

He clapped his hands and applaud- 
ed just as though he were the audi- 
ence, then retired whence he had 
come still dancing. 

I stood before the footlights and 
bowed my acknowledgements. | 
could distinguish nothing in the vast 
auditorium but a sea of white faces, 
the bare shoulders of ladies in evening 
dress, and the sparkle of precious 
stones, while the thousands of pairs 
of clapping hands seemed like the 
fluttering wings of birds. 

It was easier for me to sing after 
that; although after my efforts in the 
“prologue” I felt weaker and seemed 
to have spent much of my nervous

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force. The entire performance, how- 
ever, was a great success. 


Caruso; Monte Carlo. 

On evenings when | was not sing- 
ing I used to go to “La Scala” to 
listen to operas as a member of the 
audience. The administration kindly 
provided me with a seat in the stalls, 
and I was able to observe the Italian 
audiences from their midst instead of 
from the stage. I remember very 
vividly a~production of the opera 
“L’Elisir d’Amore,”’ in which Caruso 
Sang wonderfully. He was then a 
young man, full of energy, a jolly 
companion and an excellent friend. 
He had the breadth of character on 
which we Russians pride ourselves, 
and was good-natured and sympa- 
thetic to a very uncommon degree. 
He always willingly and generously 
assisted fellow-artists who happened 
to be in difficulties. 

Well, Caruso, who was already the 
favorite of the public in Milan, sang 
and aria in surpassing fashion. ‘he 
audience called for an encore, and by 
some miracle he sang it again still 
better than before. In the wildest en- 
thusiasm the audience again demand- 
ed unanimously: 

“Encore, dear Caruso, encore!’’ 


Next to me was sitting a man in 
eyeglasses and with a short grey 
beard. He appeared to be greatly 
moved, but did not applaud loudly, 
contenting himself with repeating in 
subdued tones: 

“Bravo!” 

To judge by externals, he was a 
small shopkeeper, perhaps the pro- 
prietor or senior clerk of a clothing 
Store; a man who understood how to 
sell a necktie. When Caruso sang his 
aria the first time, this individual also 
cried ‘‘encore,”’ but when the encore 
was given he confined himself to ap- 
plauding, and when the audience be- 
gan to demand the aria for the third 
time, he sprang to his feet and cried 
in a thin high voice: 


“Why are you all shouting for-him 
to sing.a third time? Do you think 
he can go on Singing time after time, 
like a cannon loading and firing? 
Enough!”’ 

This attitude towards an artist sur- 
prised me very much. I could see 
that the man would have been pleas- 
ed to listen even ten times to Caruso, 
but that he understood that it was dif- 
ficult for an artist to sing the same 
aria three times in succession. 


When the series of performances. 


for which my services had been en- 
gaged was concluded, I went to a res- 
taurant with some artist friend. Peo- 
ple approached our table and con- 
gratulated me, expressing regret that 
the performances were over. It was 
all done in the simplest, most pleas- 
ant way in the world, without a trace 
of any desire to scrape acquaintance 
unnecessarily. When nearly everyone 
had gone home, I invited some young 
men who still remained to join our 
table, and ordered a couple of dozen 
bottles of champagne, in the desire to 
give expression to my feelings. The 
waiters, and the remaining diners as 
well, looked at me as though they 
feared I had lost my mind, but my in- 
vitation was accepted, which gave me 
pleasure. 

Among those present was Gabriele 
d’Annunzio, then a powerful looking 


blonde young man with a short pointe 
ed beard. He proposed a toast, 
which I think must have been very 
clever and literary, for I understood 
not a word of it. Afterwards | be- 
came very well acquainted with him, 
and not so very long ago, in fact, just 
before the war, we were meditating 
together on the possibility of com- 
posing an opera which should har- 
moniously unite the drama with mu- 
sic, song and dialogue. 

I returned to. Russia via Paris in a 
very good humor with myself and the 
world, feeling that I had accomplish- 
ed something which had not merely 
been of benefit to myself alone. 

My success in Italy had excellent 
consequences for me; very soon aft- 
erwards I received an invitation to 
sing in the theater of Raoul Ginsburg 
at Monte Carto. 

A little fellow with an enormous 
nose and the shrewd eyes of a busi- 
ness man, met me on my arrival 
with a cheery, noisy welcome. This 
was Raoul Ginsburg. ‘‘How pleased 
I am to see you!” he cried in his 
broken Russian. 

The series of performances in 
which I took part commenced with 
‘‘Mefistofele.”’ | Ginsburg’s_ theater 
and stage were small; there was hard- 
ly room to turn round in the dressing 
rooms. The place, however, as a 
whole was agreeable and even ele- 
gant. But the best thing in it was 
Raoul Ginsburg himself. He was al- 
ways in good humor, and quite uns 
justifiably delighted with everything. 

“What a wonderful performance 
today!’’ he used to cry, although the 
performance had not yet even begun. 
The audience received the “‘prologue”’ 
very sympathetically. The reception 
given to it warmed me up, and I play- 
ed the scene on the Brocken as I have 
rarely been able to do it. 

I got an ovation, and later on my 
colleague and rival Renault came to 
me and said, pressing my hand with 
sincere emotion: 

“Well done, my friend!” 

Raoul - Ginsburg danced about, 
beaming with pleasure, and overe 
whelmed me with noisy compliments, 


When I got back again to Russia, 
where everything was enmeshed in a 
network of prohibitions, and where 
those in power were so fond of giv- 
ing orders, I got into hot water al- 
most immediately. Preparations were 
on foot for the staging of ‘‘Russ- 
laka.”” The orchestra was under the 
direction of a former choirmaster, 
who presumably had been appointed 
to the post of conductor because he 
was always able to compromise with 
his artistic conscience and conduct 
works whether he knew them or not. 


I knew the whole of “Russalka’”’ by 
heart from beginning to end, and 
therefore did not pay much attention 
to the rehearsals. When the first 
public performance of the opera took 
place, | was horrified to find that the 
conductor had altered the rhythm in 
the first act, in an extraordinary man- 
ner. The effect was really so bad 
that I thought it must have been done 
out of sheer ill-will, 

I was furious, and at the end of the 
first act asked the conductor what he 
was doing. 

He replied, raising his voice, that 
he had no wish to enter into a dis- 
cussion with me, and that if | wanted 
to make any protest I might address 
myself to the management. My in- 
dignation was such that I took off my 
costume, dressed and went home, re- 
solved to have nothing more to do 
with the government theater. I had 
hardly entered my flat when an of- 
ficial arrived from the theater, and I 
was persuaded to return and finish the 
performance. The audience knew 
nothing of what had occurred but it

The American man need no longer 
pass this libel with a weak defense. A 
scientific investigation has provided 
him with an unanswerable reply. In 
the only study ever made of the ques- 
tion as to whether stupid girls have the 
marrying edge on the bright ones it is 
demonstrated that a lame brain is no 
assurance that the girl can land a hus- 
band. 

Dr. J. S. Bolin and Dr: S. J. Holmes, 
of the University of California, exam- 
ined the records of 2,074 women who 
had graduated from the college be- 
tween 1874 and 1910. They found in 
comparing schojarship .records with 
the number of marriages that the 
brighter girls ranged a shade higher in 
matrimonial success than their less in- 
telligent sisters. 

Neither health, temperament, racial 
extraction nor beauty was considered 
by the investigators in compiling the 
figures for their result. Only one clas- 
sification was made. Did the girl rate 
‘high in class standing, or an indication 
of hard study or special brilliance, or 
did she just manage to make the grade 
for graduation? 

Of the number of alumnae whose 
fate in the matrimonial sweepstakes 
was recorded, 1,160 were found mar- 
ried and 914 unmarried; this making 
the percentage of married practically 
56 per cent. As this percentage does 
not vary materially from those of other 
co-educational or women’s colleges 
where similar figures have been com- 
piled, it is considered likely that the 
results given in the detailed study of 
the California figures would be practi- 
cally the same for all the institutions.

Another fact which 
smashes the old story 
is the discovery that 
there is no relation 
between the scholas- 
tic records and the 
time it takes a girl to get married after 
graduation. The tabulation shows that 
the average marriage occurred 4.6 
years after graduation, with the largest 
number occurring the first year after 
graduation. These conclusions pub- 
lished in the Journal of Heredity also 
gave a similar figure for the marriages 
of girls who were members of the Phi 
Beta Kappa. 

A further demonstration of how this 
study upsets a widely held opinion was 
found in the records of the Phi Beta 
Kappa from 1889 to 1910, The per- 
centage of marriages among these 
women who had won scholastic honors 
was practically 55 per cent, just 1 per 
cent short of the average for all the 
coeds. 

While the analysis made of the Uni- 
versity of California coeds proves that 
brains are not a handicap to a college 
woman, why is it that so large a per- 
centage do not marry at all? Is there 
anything in the college atmosphere or 
in the type of woman drawn to college 
that is responsible for the section of 
coeds that remain single? 

Questionnaires sent to 10,000 grad- 
uates brought revealing data on 
whether the students were marrying, 
whether they were following the pro-

because they feel that the men they 
know are beneath them, and I know of 
a few cases in my experience, but this 
is a very small proportion of the num- 
ber of college graduates. 

“Such cases are canceled many 
times by the number of brilliant wom- 
en who have found in college life the 
opportunity to meet a higher grade of 
man than they could in the narrow cir 
cle of home or business.” 

According to Prof. Binder, the rise 
of college standards tends to eliminate 
from the college classes the girl whose 
chief concern is dolling up for the pure 
pose of concentrating masculine atten- 
tion upon. her. 

While there is no doubt that many 
girls consider their college days as ses- 
sions spent in a matrimonial agency, 
Prof. Binder asserts they must be, on 
the average, of higher mental grade 
than the woman outside, or they would 
never stand the pace until graduation 
day. . 

“The necessity of hard study causes 
ihe doll to drop from the college list,” 
says Prof. Binder. ‘‘The girls who go 
to college hoping to win a husband as 
well as a diploma must be worth some- 
thing themselves. College may be a 
social asset to them, but they can’t 
realize on it unless they have assets of 
their own. 

“Engagements result from the pro- 
pinguity of men-and women at college. 
] consider it advisable for a young man 
who has found a true life companion 
to become engaged while he is in cole 
lege. 

‘Such an arrangement may, if pere 
manent love is present, keep him from 
the many pitfalls of youth and the 
chances are tavorable that if he is 
deeply in love with a fine girl he will 
keep clean for her sake. 

‘‘A boy should not marry while he is 
in college even if he is financially 
equipped to do so. He is not suffi- 
ciently mature to make a_ proper 
choice. The average college man is 
between 18 and 22 and has no idea of 
the importance of family life. 

“I merely mention this-in passing 
because college men marry later than 
boys who leave the public schools for 
business, This has social results which 
are beneficial to the college girl. 

“The average boy who achieves a 
college education is unable to marry 
upon graduation. It is some years after 
commencement day before he thinks 
he has enough money to arrange a 
wedding day. 

“Like the college man, the college 
girl marries later in life when reason is 
replacing impulse in the choice of com- 
panionship. and it is this fact that is 
largely responsible for the lower divorce 
rate among the college-bred couples. 

“A man rarely weds at thirty, the girl 
he might have ben willing to escort to 
the altar at twenty. Instinct and infatu- 
ation. are disappearing as his mature 
mind is centering on success in his 
business or profession. He may often 
have to take his work home with him,

My next ordeal consisted of re- 
hearsals at the Opera House, closely 
followed by my first appearance 
there, which took place on Novem- 
ber 20, 1907, in Boito’s ‘‘Mefisto- 
fele.’”” On that occasion as in many 
subsequent performances, my com- 
panions in the cast included Riccardo 
Martin, and Geraldine Farrar. 

My stay in America was short and 
far from happy. My artistic ideals 
were misunderstood, my _ perform- 
ances were adversely criticised and, in 
general, it seemed, that I was looked 
upon artistically, as a _ barbarian. 
Complete ignorance of the English 
language prevented me from estab- 
lishing sympathetic contact, to any 
extent, with natives of the great coun- 
try—America.._ 

For these reasons and also to avoid 
repetitions that might bore the read- 
ers of these pages, I will postpone dis- 
cussing matters American until a later 
chapter, beginning with my return to 
New York in the autumn of 1921.

is able to give him the companionship 
of a ripened mind. 

“A college education means later 
marriage. Later marriage means a 
better and more conscious choosing of 
a partner for life and this means less 
divorce. 

“Under these circumstances it is 
easy to see that college is no handi- 
cap but an investment, which gives 
a woman chances for a large return. 


“Men who make fine headway in 
winning the prizes of life often owe 
their success to their wives as weli as 
to their own efforts. The average 
college woman finds no difficu'ty in 
keeping pace with the growth cf her 
husband.

“In marrying college men girls ob- 
tain husbands who provide better for 
them than the men could who have 
not had a college education. The boy 
who goes to work without a university 
stamp on him reaches the peak of his 
earning powers around 25 and his in- 
come begins to decline around the age 
of 50. 

“The college man begins to earn 
around the age of 25 and he is in- 
creasing his income largely when that 
of the working man has started to 
drop. 

“As a college man finds the best 
type of woman for him to marry in 


the smart college girl, and as the cole 
lege girl finds in the college man the 
type best able to realize her ideas of 
a home and companionship, there is 
obviously nothing left of the ancient 
suspicion that men _ fear smart 
women. 

“Some men fear smart women, but 
it is not a charge that can be placed 
against the college man. 

“Il have heard it said that the col- 
lege girl is a ‘bossy’ woman, but what 
applies to the spinster applies to her. 
There are domineering women who 
have been to college and there are 
domineering women who haven’t.

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records showed that he had frequently 
been in trouble in connection with his 
practice. In May, 1912, he was held 
for a time as a Suspicious person in 
an abortion case. In 1920 he had 
been indicted for an abortion opera- 
tion on a-Cambridge girl but the case 
had not been prosecuted. In 1921 his 
license was revoked following a fatal 
illegal operation. A little later he 
had been found not guilty of violation 
of the federal narcotic kw. 

And in September, 1923, following 
a complaint by the state board of reg- 
istration in medicine that Walsh was 
practicing without a license, he had 
been convicted and fined $200. 

The police raided Dr. Walsh’s 
home as soon as they learned of 
Ford’s confession, only to find that 
the doctor had-vanished. He surren- 
dered three days later, just as Dr, 
Robb had surrendered in the Wols- 
chendorf case. Walsh hired John F. 
Feeney, the®criminal lawyer who had 
saved Dr. Robb from a long prison 
term in that other case which was so 
similar to this. 

Dr. Leo. Hanson, tormeriy of Bos- 
ton, was suspected of having partici- 
pated in dismembering the body and 
was arrested in New York, but subse- 
quently was absolved of any connec- 
tion in the case. Mrs. Walsh, the doc- 
tor’s wite, was also. involved in 
charges, but she, too, was released. 
_ Dr. Walsh was admitted to bail. 
His trial followed in December, with 
Ford the state’s principal witness 
against him. The accused man stood 
charged with performing an illegal 
operation and also with having caus- 
ed the girl’s death. 

The Verdict. 

After 18 hours and 15 minutes’ de- 
liberation the jury returned a verdict. 
They found the doctor guilty of hav- 
ing performed a criminal operation 
but freed him on the charge of causing 
Edith Greene’s death. The jury had 
wrangled interminably over the ques- 
tion of whether or not to convict the 


man on this more serious charge, a. 


charge which called for a@ maximum 
sentence of twenty years in_ state 
prison, at hard labor. 

So the Robb case was being re- 
peated. Dr. Robb, the reader may 
remember, served only forty months, 
most of the time as a physician in 
charge of the prison hospital. 

Judge Winifred D. Gray, before 
whom the trial had taken place in Su- 
perior Criminal court in Suffolk coun- 
ty, granted a postponement pending 
the imposition of the sentence. On 
the day Dr. Walsh was to appear to 
hear the sentence, he vanished for the 
second time. 

He was missing a month. Dufing 
most of this time he voluntarily im- 
prisoned himself in an apariment on 
157th street, the Bronx, fearing to 
appear on the streets lest he be recog- 
nized by detectives and haled back to 
Boston. At the and of this time he 
wrote to Thomas J. Foley, who had 
succeeded District Attorney Thomas 
C. O’Brien, prosecutor of the case, of- 
fering to return. 

And so Dr. Walsh, once eminent in 
his profession, now broken and a 
prisoner before the bar, appeared be- 
fore Judge Gray and spoke meekly, 
asking for mercy. 

Judge Gray, however, was not in- 
clined to be sympathetic with this de- 
fendant. In fact, his words before 
pronouncing sentence indicated that 
in his opinion Massachusetts justice 
had failed woefully in this case. 

“The statutes limit me to a max- 
imum term of seven years in this 
case,”’ ha said, ‘towing to the fact that 
the jury found the defendant not 
guilty of responsibility for the girl’s 
death. 

‘“‘However, - | 


cannot understand 


how the jury escaped the logical con- 
clusion that death naturally ensued 
from the illegal aet of the doctor, 

“In 1921 the state board of regis- 
tration of medicine revoked his 
license to practice. He has also been 
before this court and in the federal 
court for violations of the drug law. 
That charge was filed in this court and 
in the federal court, there apparently 
was no sentence. So, considering 
those facts at the time this offense oc- 
curred, the doctor had ceased to 
practice. 

“If the evidence in this case is to 
be believed, and I believe it is, it 
showed that this man _ representing 
himself to young Ford as a person 
engaged in this sort of practice. It is 
not a case of a lone occurrence. There 
is nothing in the evidence or in his 
previous record that recommends 


anything but a severe sentence, 

‘‘l am Satisfied that the doctor used 
this base means, at least in part, of 
gaining a livelihood. I believe he did 
it for money and nothing else.” 

Judge Gray then imposed senténce 
—six to seven years in state prison, af 
hard labor. : 

That was on the afternoon of Jan- 
uary 18, 1927. Dr. Walsh became 
Prisoner No. 902, occupying what 
had been the last vacant cell in that 
old prison, 

Ford had been out on bail all this 
time, charged with being an accessory 
but with the sentencing of Walsh he 
was released. 

Long since the remains of Edith 
Greene had gone to a $15 grave paid 
for bv the state, in the cemetery of 
the Field of Mary:

How does electricity make light? 
The incandescent light is a familiar 
sight to you. It is the chief source 
of illumination in all cities and ~il- 
lages and only in very remote farm 
houses is it a stranger 

It is apparently a very simple sort 
of thing. A glass globe in which are 
located several loops of wire. The 
current ie turned on and we have 
light.

Whenever an electric current passes 
through a wire, the wire is heated. 
In some cases, when the current is 
very werk, the heat cannot be de- 
tected with the hand but it is tuete 
just the same. But certain kinds of 
wire heat up more readily than do 
others because they offer greater re- 
sistance to the passage of the cur- 
rent. Such materials are used in 
making the wire loops that are en- 
closed in the glass globes of electric 
lamps.

Is New Type Art

where one sees wild animals in 
setting resembling their native!

Something to Do 


To take the skin of a wild animal 
and mount it upon a_ foundation) 
which will give the finished 
the appearance of life, requires the 
work of artist, mechanic and zool- 
ogist in one. In the first place, the! 
worker must have traveled to the 
most hidden wilds of the world to 
observe the animals in their environ- 
ment. He must know their actions 
motions, so that he can show 
their characteristics. 

Stuffing animals is a thing of the | 
past. The skins are now removed 
and tanned in machines known as 
“kickers”? because they dance on the 
hide. Then the fur is treated to give 
it the appearance of life. A _ taxi- 
dermist makes a clay model of the 
animal such as sculptors use. It must 
be very perfect in size and measure- 
ment. The model is then copied in 
lighter materiel, such as layer upon 
layer of burlap, wire netting, plaster, 
and papier-mache. The muzzle and 
nostrils are molded in papier-mache. 
Glass eyes identical with those of the 
animal are set in place. 

The fur covering is sewed upon 
the mold with the utmost care 
that no one can discern the seams. 
In the air-tight, chemically treated 
cases that are safe from moths and 
insects, one. sees the animal among 
rocks and trees which the artist had 
also fashioned, and observes the hab- 
its of the animal as accurately as if 
he had gone to the jungle itself.
